21.—In reversing 
the ju d gm en t in the case of the state 
against Charles C. Carr, the Indiana 
su prem e cou rt decided that the S u n ­ 
day b seb all law is constitu tional and 
b aseb all may lawfu lly b e played on 
Su nday. 
The opinion was written b y 
Ju dge Cox and concu rred In b y Ju d ges 
Morris and Jordan, while Ju dge Myers 
wrote a dissenting opinion in which 
Ju dge Monks concu rred. 
Carr, who was m a n a ge r of the In­ 
dianapolis b aseb all clu b last year, was 
charged b y affidavit with a violation 
of the act of 1909, which forb ids peo­ 
ple to lab or or follow their “ u su al avo­ 
cation ’’ on Su nday, with certain ex­ 
ceptions. which inclu de playing b ase­ 
b all b etween the hou rs of 1 o’clock p. 
m. and 6 o’clock p. m ., and not less 
than 
1,000 
feet 
distant 
from any 
chu rch or hospital.” 
lie was convict­ 
ed, and after moving an arrest of ju d g­ 
ment and for a new trial he appealed, 
and the case has hu ng fire for many 
months. 
Another important decision 
of the su pre m e cou rt affirms Ju d ge 
R em ster's ru ling that the in and ou t 
fee for sheriffs 
is

The higher cou rt ru ling will save the 
state $100,000 and Marion cou nty $16,- 
000, payment of this amou nt to the 
cou nty clerk and Sheriff W oessner b e­ 
ing held u p pending the cou rt action.

A Deserter

One morning in 1803. when the Con 
federate and Federal forces were fight 
lu g in Virginia, a rawb oned man in 
b u tternu t entered the camp of a regi 
inent of Tennesseeans and said to an 
officer he met: 
“Cap ’, when y ou u ns goin’ to tight 
the Yankees?” 
The officer was p assing on when the 
man in b u tternu t called to him. 
“Pay . cap ! 
I want to enlist.” 
“Who are y ou , and where do y ou 
come from?” asked the officer, molli­ 
fied at the p rosp ect of a recru it. 
^‘Trn

Tennessee.” 
“Tennessee? 
This regiment is from 
Tennessee.” 
“Waal, fb ar’s whar i hail from. Some 
Union men driv ’ me nu t. I come ov er the 
m o u n tin g s fo’ to jine this y ere army .” 
Riggs was enlisted and tu rned ov er 
to a drillinaster. 
After three day s 
hard drilling the sergeant went to the 
j 
cap tain and rep orted that it was sim 
p ly Imp ossib le to teach the Tennessee­ 
an the manu al of arms 
When he had 
tau ght him a mov ement the recru it 
wou ld forget it while he was teaching 
a second <*ne fie seemed to b e anx iou s 
to b ecome a soldier, b u t had no ca­ 
p acity to learn any thing. The sergeant 
was told to do the b est he cou ld with 
him and tu rn him iu to the ranks for 
serv ice. 
The first night Riggs was sent ou t on 
p icket he tin d his gu n and came ru n­ 
ning in fu ll tilt, alarming the whole 
p icket line. 
Su p p osing him to b e a ; 
coward as well as stu p id, at the nex t 
b ru sh he was p u t in the front rank, 
b u t b e stood u p well, p rov ing conelu - i 
Blv ely that he was simp ly stu p id. 
Riggs’ stu p idity was of the kind to 
cau se trou b le. He went one day to the 
b rigade commander and asked him if 
he ha d any tob acco. The general sent 
him with a no te to his cap tain, order 
*ng the o fficer in future to keep “ this 


fq ol away from these headq u arters.” 
This mortified the cap tain, and he p u t 
Riggs in the gu ardhou se. The colonel, 
hearing of the ep isode, directed the 
cap tain to release Higgs, since there 
cou ld b e no criminality attached to 
the act of a “b lamed fool.” 
After this Hie cap tain sp ent most of 
his time thinking how he cou ld get rid 
of Riggs. 
He tried su rrep titiou sly to 
hav e him transferred to another com­ 
p any , b u t the p lot was discov ered and 
failed. No other comp any wou ld hav e 
him. Then one day Higgs met the di 
v ision commander and told him he 
thou ght he wou ld like a p osition on his 
staff, 
lie was sent b ack with a rep ri 
mand for his cap tain for not b etter 
instru cting h'^ men in the p rop er rela 
tion of a soldier to his commander 
The cap tain now v owed he wou ld 
get rid of Higgs if he had to shoot 
him. 
Whenev er there was a fight he 
p u t Higgs right in the middle of it. 
b u t somehow the stu p id fellow es­ 
cap ed. while the b est men were b eing 
shot down. 
After a week’s ex p osu re 
of Riggs the fighting su ddenly ceased. 
Then no sooner had Riggs got him 
self fu rb ished u p than there was to 
b e a grand rev iew, at which b e p laced 
his cap tain again in trou b le. 
Passing 
the rev iewing officer, he swu ng his 
gu n in the air and sang ou t: 
“Three cheers for General C.!” 
Riggs’ cap tain was desp erate. 
Fie 
formed a maliciou s resolv e. He wou ld 
p u t the fool in the p osition of a de­ 
serter and get 1dm shot He told Riggs 
one morning that the Yankees were 
offering b ou nties a«* high as a thou sand 
dollars to any one who wou ld enlist. 
It might b e a good mov e for Riggs to 
desert, go ov er to the Yankees, enlist 
and b ring b ack the b ou nty . 
“By Jing.” ex claimed the du nce, “that 
’u d b e a good idee! 
I cou ld set the 
hu ll comp any u p with that.” 
The cap tain offered to conniv e at his 
desertion. 
He took Riggs ou t on the 
p icket line and told him to ru n for it. 
The cap tain had arranged that the de­ 
serter mu st p ass throu gh a narrow de­ 
file b etween two low hills, at the far­ 
ther end of which were p osted two 
men who had Geen instru cted to arrest 
Riggs and b ring him b ack to camp 
His trial and ex ecu tion wou ld sp eedily 
follow. 
Riggs triangu lated hit 
legs so 


rap idly that when he met the men who 
were to arrest him somehow he cou ldn’t 
stop . They attemp ted to head him off, 
b u t he b ad got b y them b efore they 
reached his p ath. 
They fired at him. 
whereu p on he tu rned, shot one with 
his mu sket and the other with his re­ 
v olv er and sp ed on. 
If he wTas stu p id 
he was certainly q u ick, b u t q u ick for 
the first time in his life. 
“Well." said his cap tain, “I’m rid of 
him. thou gh I fear he’s really fool 
enou gh to corne b ack 
Howev er, If he 
does heil b e shot for desertion." 
Bu t Riggs nev er retu rned. On reach­ 
ing the Federal p ickets tie asked to b e 
taken at once to the headq u arters of n 
certain general. 
“Hello. Baker!" ex claimed the gen­ 
eral. 
“You b ack! 
I thou ght y ou 'd 
got y ou rself hanged b y this time. 
Hop e y ou ’v e got a lot of information.” 
“I hav e, general. 
I enlisted in the 
reb el army as a Tennesseean—I didn’t 
say from east Tennessee—and p rov ed 
so stu p id that they wou ldn’t keep me.” 
“Well, what are they doing ov er 
there?” asked the general 
“Stonewall Jackson has b een with­ 
drawn from the Shenandoah v alley 
and is marching toward Richmond. 
What he will do there I cou ldn't find 
ou t. b u t all the scattered forces are 
ordered to Join Lee. and it looks as if 
there was to b e a concentrated attack 
on McClellan.” 
“ Go o d for y ou !” said the general.

that 
have been 
pending for several 
months the in terstate com m erce com 
m ission has decided against the ra il­ 
roads. 
The decision of the com m is­ 
sion is sweeping beyond all a n ticip a­ 
tion. even by the shippers. 
It declines 
to allow a single increase by the 600 
or more railroads in the east and the 
m iddle west. 
It throw s aside as un­ 
substantiated 
the 
contention 
of 
the 
railroads that they must have in creas­ 
ed revenues to meet the increased cost 
of equipm ent and operation, and by its 
decision cuts off between $50,000,000 
and 
$60,000,000 
a 
year 
in 
revenue 
which the railroads had expected to 
realize from the proposed revenue in ­ 
crease. 
On the other hand it means 
an annua! saving of that am ount to 
the shippers of the country. 
The com m ission orders the carrie rs 
to cancel the proposed increases by 
M arch 10, and notifies them that tu 
the event of failure an order w ill be 
entered continuing the present rates 
for two years, thus 
preventing the 
ca rrie rs from m aking any changes in 
that period 
The railroads m ay now 
appeal to the new ly created com m erce 
court, and it is the opinion of m any 
of th eir law yers that this step w ill oe 
taken. 
It is possible that the roads 
m ay seek an injunction from the com ­ 
m erce court restraining the com m is­ 
sion from enforcing its order against 
the increases, pending an appeal of 
the case. 
W h ile the decisions handed down 
by the interstate com m erce com m is­ 
sion apply only to railroads in official 
classification te rrito ry and in the te r­ 
rito ry 
between 
the 
M ississippi 
and 
M issouri rivers, they in d irectly affect 
p ractically e v e r y railroad in the coun­ 
try. 
The decisions are the most far- 
reaching ever handed down by the 
com m ission. 
Through the decisions 
the com m ission goes unanim ously on 
record as opposing the general ten­ 
dency throughout the country to raise 
freight rates.
